Congress Votes Billions To Fight 
Nation’s Inflation, Unemployment 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
gress has handed the nation’s 
unemployed a $5.5 billion jobs 
and benefits program , and is 
likely 
to 
add 
a 
$1 
billion 
extension 
of 
unemployment 
compensation before adjourn­ 
ment Friday. 
With unemployment rising as 
the nation sinks deeper into 
recession, President Ford is 
expected to sign the m easures 
along with a companion appro­ 
priations bill with $4 billion to 
begin funding the program s. 


That 
measure, 
necessary 
before any money actually can 
be sp en t, passed the House 
Wednesday 
and 
is 
awaiting 
Senate action.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
United Mine W orkers 'bargain­ 
ing council has approved a 
revised contract proposal for 
about 4,500 mine construction 
workers whose picketing has 
kept many of the nation’s soft 
coal mines closed. 
But a dispute between truck­ 
ers in Western Pennsylvania 
and the UMW 
threatens 
to 
prolong the shutdown. 
The tentative agreem ent be­ 
tween 
negotiators 
for 
the 
construction workers and the 
Association of Bituminous Con­ 
tractors 
was 
announced 
Wednesday night, and within 
hours 
the 
union 
bargaining 
council approved letting the 
rank-and-file vote. 
A spokesman for the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation Ser­ 
vice said the bargaining coun­ 
cil, which rejected a contract 
proposal Dec. 10, approved the 
revised p ack ag e “ v irtu ally 
unanim ously.” 
Union 
officials 
said 
they 
expected a ratification vote to 
start 
Saturday 
or 
Sunday. 
Terms of the contract were not 
announced. 
But even with rank-and-file 
approval 
and 
the

picketing,

Committee Prepares $5.6 Billion Budget For Hoosierland

The State Budget Committee 
adopted a $5.6 billion biennial 
budget Wednesday night that 
leaves space for a $65 million 
tax break for Hoosiers without 
specifically including the m a­ 
chinery advocated earlier by 
'Governor Bowen to achieve 
this. 
Bowen unveiled his budget 
proposals at a news conference 
Wednesday afternoon. One key 
recommendation was that the 
1975-77 
budget 
provide 
$45 
million from the state surplus 
go back to individual Hoosier 
taxpayers—except those in the 


higher income brackets—as a 5 
per cent rebate on their stale 
income tax. The other was that 
$20 million of the surplus be 
returned to local civil govern­ 
ment as revenue sharing money 
they could use to meet rising 
costs without increasing proper­ 
ty 
tax 
levies. 
Although 
no 
strings were attached, it was 
assum ed the cities and towns 
would use some of this for 
police and firem en’s pensions. 
Five hours later the biparti­ 
san State Budget Committee 
nearly fell apart at its political 
seams 
in 
trying 
to 
decide 
whether or not to specifically 
incorporate these two item s in 


the budget to be presented to 
the 1975 Legislature. 


House 
Ways 
and 
Means 
Chairm an Spencer Schnaitter, 
D-Madison. 
and 
Sen. 
Adam 
Benjamin, 
D-Gary, 
differed 
with Budget 'Committee Chair­ 
man 
Lawrence 
Borst, 
R- 
Indianapolis, and the House 
minority m em ber, Rep. .Samuel 
L. 
Reed, 
R-Muncie, 
over 
whether the $65 million repre­ 
sented by these two proposals 
from 
Bowen, 
a 
Republican, 
should 
be 
included, 
in 
the 
budget. The four-member com ­ 
mittee has been working on the 
proposed budget for several 


months and were at the point of 
final adoption. 
Schnaitter said the Demo­ 
crats have “ 20 or 30 things I’d 
like to run up the flagpole.. 
Maybe 
there will 
be 
more 
money available than the 5 per 
cent 
rebate.. 
We 
got 
an. 
exemption 
proposal 
and 
a 
variety of other proposals." 
Schnaitter 
then 
m ade 
an 
observation

giving individual Hoosier tax­ 
payers and municipalities a tax 
break. “ He ran his ”D the 


flagpole first,” Scham tter said 
of Bowen’s help-the-taxpayer 
program . 
The 
gist 
of 
Bainbridge’s 
com m ents had been that the 
governor had grabbed the ball 
away from the Democrats and 
run with it. “ It looks like the 
governor is doing what 
the 
Democrats have been advocat­ 
ing for some tim e," Bainbridge 
said. 
"I 
don’t know if 
the 
governor’s proposal is lasting. 
It appears it is a one-shot 
approach. We’ve got to provide 
taxpayers with something that 
is perm anent." 
After Schnaitter and Benjam ­ 
in m ade it clear that 
they 


didn't want to specifically put 
the 5 per cent 
rebate 
and 
revenue sharing suggestions of 
the governor into the budget 
but also didn’t want to vote 
against helping out the hard 
pressed taxpayers, Borst of­ 
fered a suggestion 
that 
the 
budget contain a statem ent that 
would 
convey

without the specific machinery 
for delivery. 
Then the Budget Committee 
unanimously adopted the budg­ 
et which will total $5.6 billion, 
com pared to $4.3 billion in the 
current biennial budget. 
The governor and his budget 
advisers 
believe 
that 
future 


state revenues and a healthy 
general fund surplus will make 
possible the earmarking of the 
$45 million to be applied as a 
refund or rebate of 5 per cent 
on individual adjusted gross 
income taxes, possibly more... 
He said details of this plan 
have not yet been worked out 
so they are not sure of some 
details but present thinking is 
that the rebate would apply to 
those earning less than $25,000 
a year. 
Bowen, in commenting on his 
1975-77 budget proposals, also 
mentioned these other items as

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Highway Vandalism At Bloomington 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Vandals are costing the 
state money and may have contributed to several 
accidents on the Indiana 37 bypass at Bloomington, the 
Indiana State Highway Commission said Wednesday. 
Executive Director Roger Marsh said about 35 traffic 
signals on the bypass have been damaged by vandalism 
in the past six months, and 'that the' absence of lights^ at 
intersections may have contributed to several accidents. 
Marsh said the cost of each act of vandatism varies 
from about $100 to more than $1,000. 
In one case, the cost of replacing an intersection’s 
signals was $1,140, including labor and materials. 


Hoosier Soft Drink Business Declines 


INDIANAPOLIS (DPI) - The soft drink business in 
Indiana is feeling the economic pinch. 
Higher costs, mainly for sugar, have forced soft drink 
prices upward and as a result consumers aren't buying 
as much as titey previously did. 
Charles Sullivan, president of the Seven Up Bottling 
Co. of Indiana, said Wednesday his firm’s sales are 
down 25 per cent from last December and that he 
anticipates some layoffs in January and Februaiy, 
which are traditionally slow months for the soft drink 
business. 
The Coca-Cola Bottling Co. of Indianapolis also 
confirmed its prices are up and sales down, but cited no 
specific figures. The firm said it has had to raise prices 
four times this year, mainly because of higher sugar 
prices. 


ArniDunces For U.S. Senator 


TRAFALGAR, Ind. (UPI) - William R. Cox Jr., 
Trafalgar, said Wednesday he will be a candidate for 
U.S. senator in 1976. 
Sen. Vance Hartke, D-Ind., is up for re-election that 
year. 
CoK, 33. said he would seek the Republican nominaticxi 
for senator, but would run as an independent if he fails 
to win the nomination at the GOP state convention. 
Cox is manager of the orientation department at the 
Atterbury Job Corps Training Center near Edinburg. 
He said he would announce his candidacy formally on 
Jan. 6. 


School Kids Get Into Congressional Record 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Fifth graders at the Clark 
Elementary School near Franklin, Ind., have been 
written into the Congressional Record, 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., did the honors earlier this 
month after receiving a letter and $10 from the fifth 
graders whose teacher Charles Grimes. 
The pupils told Bayh of winning the $10 for having the 
mokt parents at a P.T.O. meeting. 
“We discussed for a long time what to do with the 
money. We talked about the good times we would have 
with the games we were going to buy,’’ the pupils wrote. 
“Finally, one of thC' kids suggested 'we S'Cnd the 'money 
to the Africans who are starving,’’ they wrote. "We 
remembered some of the pictures of starving children 
we had seen and talked about. We felt a little ashamed 
hat we even talked about buying games.’’ 


Teenager Sentenced In Shooting Death 


SOLTH BEND, Ind. (UPI) - Winfred Garrett, 17, 
Michigan City, was given a lifeS'en/tence Wednesday for 
the shooting death last Jan. 29. of Elizabeth Carter, 17, 
in her home at Michigan City. 
Garrett was convicted on a first-degree murder 
charge last month in St. Joseph Superior Court here. 
The bod>’ of Mrs. Carter and her 4-monlh-old baby 
were found in their fire-damaged home, and it was 
determined later Mrs. C art^ had been shot to death. 
Officials said she apparently knocked over an appliance 
when she fell, causing the fire, which killed the baby. 
Investigators said she was shot when she apparently 
caught a burglar in her home.

WASHINGTON (UPIl - A *360.000 grant lor a 
railroad study at Lafayette. Ind., is included in the 
Federal Aid Highway bill adopted by House Senate 
conferees. 
The bill, expected to reach President Ford’s desk 
soon, would provide funds for an engineering study on a 
proposal to relocate railroad tracks which currently run 
through downtown Lafayette. 
The over-all project, if finally approved, would involve 
millions of dollars. 


PM Wilson To Visit America 


LONDON (UPI) — Prime Minister Harold Wilson will 
visit President Ford in Washington next month after a 
brief stopover in Canada. 
Wilson’s office announced Wednesday he will first 
spend a day in Ottawa Jan. 29 conferring with Canadian 
Prime Ministw Pierre Trudeau, and then spend Jan. 30 
and 31 in Washington. 
The announcement said that before returning to 
Lcmdon, Wilson will call on U.N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim in New York.

The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 


Q. Row much is the personal 
exemption for 1973 Federal 
income tax returns? 
A. For the tax year 1973, the 
personal exemption remains at 
$750, 


Q. What is the purpose of the 
Presidential 
Election 
Cam­ 
paign Fund? 


A. Congress established the 
fund as a means to develop 
public participation in the fi­ 
nancing1 of .Presidential Elec­ 
tion Campaigns. Based, on a 
formula built into the law, the 
funds will be divided between 
the eligible political, parties for 
campaign purposes. 
If you wish to participate in 
this program designate that $1 
of your tax ($2 if married, 
filing jointly) he allocated to' 
the fund by checking tbe space 
on line 8 of your 1978 return. 
If you neglected to check off 
for 1972, you may still do so on 
your 1978 retara in tbe space 
above the signature line. 


Q. I drive a 4-cylinder car. Am 
I entitled to the full gna tax 
deduction permitted by the 
tables in your Form 1040 pack­ 
age? 


A. No. If your car had four 
cylinders or less, deduct half 
the table amount. 


Q. I purchased a copy of your 
tax booklet, “Your Federal In­ 
come Tax", last year to use in 
preparing my tax return. Can I 
deduct the cost of this booh on 
my 1978 return? 


A. Yes. Tax assistance ex­ 
penses are deductible. If you. 
want to purchase a copy of the 
1974 edition of “Yrur Federal 
Income Tax", Publication 17, 
the 192-page booklet is avail­ 
able over-the-counter for $1.00 
at IRS oAces and many 'post 
offices. It is also available for 
$1.25, postpaid, from the Su­

Documents,

Q. Are gambling losses deduc­ 
tible? 


A. Gambling losses are deduc­ 
tible only to the extent of your 
winnings. 


Q, My son fixes radios and. T'Ys 
at home during the summer to' 
earn part of his college tuition. 
Last year, he had net earnings 
of about $909. Does he have to 
file a Federal income tax re­ 
turn ? Can I still claim him as a 
dependent? 


A. Because your son is self- 
employed and his net earnings 
fro m self-employment were at 
least $400, he must file a Fed­ 
eral income tax retara. 


You may still claim him as a 
dependent, regardless of how 
much income he had, if he was 
a full-time student for any part 
of five months of 1973, or was 
under 19 at the end of the year. 
Of course, you must meet all 
the other dependency testa, in­ 
cluding furnishing over half of 
your son's total support for 
1978.

Restrictive Pharmacy Ownership Laws-Higher Prices? 
Organizations 'representing 
individual pharmacy owners 
are expected to seek leg­ 
islation 
in 
several states 
during 1975 which would re­ 
strict 
ownership 
of 
drug 
stores to pharmacists regis­ 
tered in a given state. Con­ 
sumers have a vital stake in 
the outcome. 
So far, only one state— 
North Dakota—has enacted a 
comprehensive 
restrictive 
ownership law. Its constitu­ 
tionality was upheld by the 
North Dakota Supreme Court 
last June after a U.S. Su­ 
preme Court ruling that such 
matters are strictly up to the 
states and not subject to' 
federal intervention. In com­ 
ing to this decision the Su­ 
preme Court reversed an ear­ 
lier decision that had held 
such state laws were un­ 
constitutional on grounds 
that mere stock ownership in 
a corporation that owned and 
operated a drug store had no 
bearing1 on 'the public .health. 
Naturally, the chain drug 
stores of the nation are up in 
arms about the possibility of 
more 
restrictive 
ownership 
laws. But so are' consumer 
groups and associations rep­ 
resenting retired persons and 
senior 
citizens. 
More 
and 
more .groups are1 including 
language opposing such leg­ 
islation in their lists of legis­ 
lative aims for 1974-75, be­ 
cause, they claim, the barring 
of corporate-owned, chain drug 
stores would give pharmacist- 
owners a virtual monopoly 
and could only lead to higher 
drag prices. 
'These concerns are well- 
founded, says Robert J. Bol* 
ger, president and full-time 
executive officer for the Na­ 


tional Association of Chain 
Drug Stores which is head­ 
quartered in Arlington, Vs. 
Citing studies which show 
that prescription drag prices 
in chains average 10 percent 
less 
than 
at 
pharmacist- 
owned drag stores, Bolger 
adds: 
“While the total cost of 
medical care has risen 48 
percent during the last de­ 
cade, the cost of drags rose 
only 5.4 percent. While sev­ 
eral factors are involved in.

COSTS SHOULD BE MEASURED 


The U S has sent $200 billion in aid and credits to 138 
foreign countries since the end of World War II, according 
to the Senate Committee on the Budget. That amounts to 
over 40 per cent of the $474 billion national debt that hangs 
like a millstone around our national neck. It is estimated 
that 1974 will see some $11 billion more go to the cause of 
foreign aid. 


The problem is that much of the assistance given to 
other nations shows up in sections of the federal budget 
other than that designated as foreign aid. As a result, 
Congress can never consider total appropriations being 
made and balance expected benefits against total costs. 
Some of the items that are quite plainly foreign aid appear 
instead in Defense Department budget requests, in 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare spending, 
in the Department of Agriculture budget, State Depart­ 
ment funds and any number of other places. A final ac­ 
counting of all foreign aid spending is given to Congress 
several months after it is too late to do anything about it 
and long after many appropriations for the following year 
have already been considered. 


The United States must continue a reasonable level of 
aid to other nations. But, unless the American people 
enjoy paying $6,000 for a compact car and $3 a pound for 
steak, they should demand that the costs of federal 
programs, of which foreign aid is only one example, 
should be clearly defined and measured against their 
benefits.

Approaching end of the year

Otis R. Bowen is nearing the 
half way mark in his first term 
— and few seriously doubt that 
he will not be the first Governor 
in Indiana’s history to seek a 
successive second term under 
the new law. Almost before 
inauguration, State Republican 
Chairman Thomas Milligan was 
practically announcing the 
candidacy. The party has in­ 
vested money in advertising to 
publicize accomplishments of 
the state administration. 
Bowen has m ade several 
veiled references to a. possible 
second term including long- 
range projects which cannot be 
completed in four short years, 
His name recognition around 
the state is exceptionally high, 
while public opinion polls show a 
voter job approval near the 
unprecedented 
three-quarters 
mark. 
After the stunning defeat at 
the 
polls 
in 
November, 
Republicans will be seeking 
name-recognition for the 1976 
campaign. After not having won 
a U. S. Senatorial race in the 
state since 1958, Republicans 
will be hunting a "moses" to 
lead the party to the promised 
land. Early indications are that 
Bowen will be susceptible to a 
"draft." to head the state ticket 
of slightly less than the force of 
a gentle waft of a. spring, breeze. 
Probably the best summary of 
the first biennium, of the Bowen 
administration can be given in 
his own words., During the 
campaign in November, Bowen 
toured the state, becoming even 
more visible. 
He informed audiences: “We 
have been able to deliver sub­ 
stantially upon our campaign 
pledges of 1972. We have 
enacted property tax relief that 
is substantial, visible and 
lasting."' 
With a Democratic controlled 
House this session, the tax 
package will come under at­ 
tack, but. is expected to survive. 
Although the Republican con­ 
trolled Senate was less, than 
enthusiastic in passing the 
original package, there is little 
sentim ent 
for 
any 
m ajor 
change. You will, hear much 
about abolishing "local option," 
claiming it is not working with 
only a third of the counties 
taking advantage of the "tool." 
D em ocrats 
wanted 
a 


graduated net .Income tax, with 
those earning more, bearing a 
larger share of the 'tax load. 
Some object to decrease tax 
load of business, However, 
"property tax relief,” means 
relief to those owning property 
— with the more property, the 
more relief. Look for bipartisan 
support to increase personal tax 
exemptions reducing 'the state 
surplus, and exemption of items 
such as eye glasses and false 
teeth from the sales tax. 
Bowen said: "We have ac­ 
celerated the completion of 
Indiana's interstate highway 
system by slashing the com­ 
pletion time from a previously 
predicted 10 to 12 years to only 4. 
We have pressed for rapid 
completion of modernization of 
our key state highways." 
Behind the program is the 
gnawing doubt that Indiana 
may never recover promised 
Federal funds to replace ad­ 
vanced. construction money. 
Highways are still a major 
concern, with less than half of 
the repair and upkeep possible 
under 
inflated 
costs 
and 
reduced gasoline tax. State gas 
tax is tied, to gallonage rather 
than price, while the sale is 
again, subjected: to sales, tax 
going into the general fund 
rather than, highway fund. 


As long as the tax is based on 
gallonage, 
it 
cannot 
be 
registered on gasoline pumps, A 
serious move is underway to 
change and base the tax on sale 
price. It should receive public 
support, with, increased funding 
going into protecting our nearly 
8 billion 'dollar state highway 
investment 


Bowen 
said: 
"We 
have 
enacted 
an 
outstanding 
program of emergency medical 
services — as well as programs 
designed 
to 
encourage 
physicians into family practice 
for Indiana rural areas.” 


Medical m al-practice in­ 
surance now threatens health 
care in Indiana, and the 'General 
Assembly will act. There is still 
a long way to go to-bring Indiana 
up from near the bottom of the 
states in the 'doctor ration per 
population.

What do egg shells and 
clothespins have in common? 
They’re both dye-accepting raw 
materials for fun craft projects 
4-H’ers can start and finish in an 
evening. Here are a couple 
projects your youngsters might 
try. 
Recycle throwaway cans, 
plastic containers and egg shells 
into useful decorative pencil, 
flower, and plant holders, First, 
collect several white egg shells. 
Rinse 
them 
thoroughly 
and 
rem ove m em branes. Leave 
shells in large pieces for dyeing. 
.Select a color scheme and dye 
the shells in solutions of two 
tablespoons liquid dye, or a 
quarter package of 'powder dye, 
in one quart very hot tap water 
With a spoon, lift and stir the 
shells gently in the dye solution 
for 10 to 15 minutes. Remove 
shells, rinse in cool water and 
dry on paper towels. 
Next, gather cans and plastic 
bottles to cover with mosaic 
patterns. 
Clean 
them 
thoroughly. Cut tops from 
plastic bottles with razor blades 
or sharp knives, creating 
whatever height and decorative 
edge you want. Then lightly 
draw or trace designs onto 
containers 
with 
felt-tip 
markers, crayons, or ballpoint 
pens. Break eggs shells into 
small irregularly shaped pieces 
about a quarter-inch square. 
Working on small areas at a 
time, apply white or clear all­ 
purpose glue to an area, and 
press shell pieces into place. 
Handle the tiny pieces gently 
with tweezers. Fill in letters or 
design outlines first, 
then 
c o m p le te 
b a c k g ro u n d s , 
breaking shells into whatever 
sizes you need. To finish, paint 
can rims with nail polish or 
enamel. When glue and polish 
dry 
thoroughly, 
spray 
on 
protective plastic coatings. 
For clothespin crafts, trey 
making trivets. Remove the 
springs 
from 
several 
clothespins ( 17 for a rectangular 
trivet, 28 for a round one). 
Select a color scheme and dye 
the wooden pins, For each color 
mix a quarter cup liquid or half 
a package powder dye in one 
pint hot tap water. Dye half the 
clothespin pieces in each of two 
solutions, stirring 5 to 10 
minutes. Then rinse pieces in 
cool water and dry thoroughly. 
For rectangular trivet, glue 
matching or contrasting pieces 
back to back; leave two unglued 
to even out trivet ends. Wedge 
pairs together and glue. For 
round trivet, glue pieces back to 
back and arrange in spoke 
fashion, leaving about l l 4-inch 
center opening. 
When 
glue 
has 
dried 
thoroughly, finish trivets with a 
coating of clear shellac or 
varnish. Spray or brush it on. 
Other 
clothespin 
craft 
projects you might try: Pencil 
holders - tin cans covers with 
dyes clothespin pieces; napkin 
holders - clothespin pieces glued 
to edge of small wooden block,

He said next year's economic 
effort will concentrate on oil, 
coal, fuels, and heavy industry, 
a swing away from Communist

plan target of “saturating the 
market with consumer goods." 


On the state of the nation's 
agriculture, Baibakov said the 
grain harvest fell this year by 
24.5 million tons compared with 
last year's record harvest of 


220 million tons. 
In spite of poor weather, he 
¿aid, the 1974 crop was the 
second largest in Soviet history. 
Western 
experts 
said 
the 
crop, 'though a large one, was 
not enough to meet the Soviet 
Union’s grain deficit. In 1972 
the Soviet Union was forced by 
a poor harvest to import large 
amounts of grain from 
the 
West, and just last October 
President Ford blocked another 
$500 million grain sale to the 
Soviets. 
Baibakov said in spite of the 
setbacks for consumer goods, 
Soviet national income would 
grow next year by 0.5 per cent. 
Finance Minister Vasily Gar­ 
buzov announced a 1975 defense 
budget of $22.9 billion, 
the 
lowest of the five-year plan. 
The 
other 
defense 
budgets 
ranged between $23.2 billion 
and $23.6 billion. 
Western military experts said 
the figure did not mean much 
because defense funds can be 
concealed in other sectors of 
the budget.

December — Peak 


M onth Fo r Burglars 


By DOROTHEA BROOKS 
NEW YORK (UP!) - They 
cover more homes faster than 
Santa Claus and always do 
their Christmas shopping early. 
Burglars, that is. 
December is the peak month. 
Nearly 
15 
per 
cent 
more 
burglaries are committed than 
in any other month, with the 
take averaging $337 each. 
Actually, a good number of 
burglars seem to be prudent 
fellows who start their Christ­ 
mas 
preparations 
early. 
November is the second highest 
month for their specialty. 
Burglary, the country's se­ 
cond 
most 
frequent 
crime, 
averages an incident every 12 
seconds with the economic loss 
amounting to $855 million in 
1973, up $134 million over 1972's 
take... Well, over half —$534 
million —was from homes. 
Cal Mortensen, president of 
Emhart Corporation’s Kwikset 
lock division, reports, surprisin­ 
gly, daylight hours do not 
inhibit burglars. His analysis of 
1973’s 
annual 
crime 
report 
shows more than half of all 
residential burglaries took 
place during the daytime. “As 
a matter of fact,” he said, “the 
statistics show those who break 
and enter homes and apart­ 
ments tend to 'work' the same 
hours kept by most employed 
persons. In the 1968-73 period 
daytime residential burglary 
increased 56 per cent. It rose 9 
per cent last year,” he said. 
The 
daytime 
allure, 
of 
course, reflects the fact an 
unattended apartment or home 
is a relatively easy score for 
criminals. 
Pinkerton’s, the security 
specialists, concur that winter 
is “happy hunting time” for 
household burglars, especially 
in the north where winter is 
vacation time for an increasing 
number of families. 
John R. Hitt, director of 
security for Pinkerton’s, urges 
householders to make an effort 
always to give the impression 
there is someone at home, 
whether you're gone for the day 
or longer. “In view of 'the 
Increase in home burglaries,” 
be said, “giving the impression 
people are home is of para­ 
mount importance. The objec­ 
tive is to create uncertainty in. 
a prowler's mind if he is 
considering forcible entry at 
your house.” 
With snow on the ground, he 
said , professional burglars look 
first for houses with unshoveled 
walks and driveways. “Lack of 
footprints is a sure sign no one 
is at home.” 
Hitt suggested the following 
precautions 
for 
homeowners 
who will be gone for more than 
a days 
—Hire a neighborhood young­ 
ster to shovel the walk and 
'driveway in. 'the event of snow 
and ask him also to check the 
doors and windows; he will 
leave hit footprints around the 
house. 
—Ask a neighbor to use your 
driveway for parking, This will 
make it appear you are home. 
—Use automatic timing or 
electric eye devices to operate 
several house lights. A lighted 
house 
is 
less 
apt 
to 
be 
burglarised than one that is 
dark. 
—Leave curtains open, at 
least part way. Closed blinds 
make an effective screen for a 
burglar once he is inside. 
—Close and lock all 


including garage, tool shed and 
other accessory buildings. Use 
pin tumbler, cylinder locks on 
outside entrances and safety 
latches 
on 
windows. 
Main 
entrances should be bolted as 
well as locked. 
One 
burglar, 
Hitt 
said 
admitted 
he 
would 
check 
garbage cans before he was 
convinced ■ family was gone 
One solution, he suggested, is to 
move garbage cans indoors. 
“The 
homeowner’s 
security 
plan should be thorough.” 


He recommends vacationers 
notify their local police depart­ 
ment of departure date, date of 
return and where they can he 
reached 
in 
an 
emergency. 
Police also should be told what 
other precautions you have 
taken: what, automatic lighting, 
devices are in use; who has 
been hired to shovel snow; 
which neighbors have a key to 
the house. 


And, of course, arrangements 
should 
be 
made 
to 
stop 
deliveries or have a neighbor 
make a daily pick-up for you. It 
goes without saying, no notes 
should be tacked to the door. 
And, don’t ever, leave an 
emergency key “hidden” out­ 
doors. 


Mortensen noted, however, 
only 18 per cent of unlawful 
entries resulted from careless­ 
ness. Of the total, 75 per cent 
resulted from the use of force 
and only 7 per cent were 
thwarted. “It would indicate," 
he said, “lack of adequate 
home 
security, 
especially 
strong locks, contributes to 
theft.” 


Mortensen said, “Since bur­ 
glary is a crime of stealth, 
remove that element, as you 
would if a burglar had to use 
repeated force on a lock, and 
the burglar may move on to 
easier pickings.” 


He advised installation of 
deadbolts or replacement of old 
style, 
worn-out 
locksets 
to 
discourage the average burglar 
especially the amateur, who is 
on the increase. 


The 
cost, 
he 
said, 
is 
relatively minor. A homeowner 
can substantially increase the 
security of his outside doors for 
as little as $15 a door. All the 
old, worn-out locksets in an 
average six-room house can be 
replaced with, units of the latest 
design for $100 or less, he said

Brando Hears Aged Indian 


Give Account Of Treaty

LINCOLN. Neb. (UPI) - The 
86-year-old 
daughter 
of 
an 
Indian, wounded at the battle of 
Wounded Knee recited for a 
federal court Tuesday the Sioux 
version of a treaty the Indians 
claim, gives them, title to half of 
South Dakota. 


Speaking 
in 
her 
native 
language. Lakota. Edith Bull 
Bear testified that the oral 
history of the tribe condemns 
the white man as the villain for 
promising the land in the 1868 
treaty but taking it away soon 
after. 
Mrs. Bull Bear, who said her 


father was shot in 
the leg 
during the 1890 cavalry attack 
at Wounded Knee, said whites 
brought 
liquor 
onto 
Indian 
property, got them drunk, and 
then 
made 
them 
sign 
the 
treaty. 
“The government made a lot 
of promises which it kept only 
about two years,” she said 
through an interpreter 
“The 
land belonged to the Indians 
alone, not the white man.” 
One of the spectators at the 
trial, was Marlon Brando, who 


said “The issue confronting ail 
of us here today is whether 
these people have a right to 
have their t.reat.y respeeted.” 
The actor, who rejected an 
Academy 
Award in 
1973 to 
protest what he considered the 
mistreatment of Indians in the 
movies, said he had come to 
the trial only as a, spectator. 
He expressed the hope that 
“through the vigilance of this 
court, justice will be done.” 
Indian attorneys are seeking 
to have federal charges stem ­ 


ming from last year’s 71-day 
occupation of Wounded Knee, 
S.D., dismissed on grounds the 
government has no jurisdiction 
over land granted the Indians 
in the 1868 treaty. 
Judge Warren Urbom, how­ 
ever, would not permit a “treaty 
defense” 
in 
the 
trial, 
but 
promised 
to hold a 
special 
hearing on the document. 
The government claims the 
matter is a political issue and 
is outside the jurisdiction of the 
court...

U.S. Handed Big Bill

Some Safety Tips To See 
You Through The Holidays 


BLOOMINGTON. Ind - “O 
Christmas Tree, how lovely are 
your branches.” 
But not when they create a 
fire hazard for a home or office 
during the holiday season. 
lam es Dawson, fire and 
safety engineer at Indiana 
University, has several tips-for 
tree decorators so they can 
enjoy lovely, yet safe, holiday 
trees and decoration. 
For natural trees, such as fir, 
spruce, or pine, you should pick 
a fresh, firm-needled tree, ,saw- 
off the butt at an angle above the 
original cut and stand the tree in 
water immediately. The tree 
should be firmly supported and 
the water level checked 
Dawson said. 


Natural trees also should be 
kept away from any source of 
heat and exit ways. You can test 
the tree’s needles for dryness by 
bending them in half, if they 
snap, it’s time to get rid of the 
tree. 
Those w;,ho buy plastic or 
metalized plastic trees should 
be sure they are clearly labeled 
as slow-burning plastic. Metal 
trees should have 
indirect 
lighting only, 
Dawson em ­ 
phasized 
Christmas 'tree lights should 
be checked for wear and tested 
before installation, Dawson 
said. All lighting sets should be

with 
Underwriters 
.Laboratories, Inc. No candles 
should be used on or near the

Is Drydsaning Dry? Well, No 
Drycleaning may 
represent 
one of the most misunderstood 
businesses in the community. 


How many of the millions of 
Americans who patronize over 
40,000 dry cleaners know that 
there is nothing really “dry” 
about drycleaning? In fact, 
when you drop off your gar­ 
ments at your favorite cleaners 
they undergo a thorough soak­ 
ing. 


So where does the “dry” en­ 
ter 
into drycleaning? Called 
solvent, the solution most com­ 
monly used to clean your cloth­ 
ing is derived from salt and 
petroleum products. This sol­ 
vent, which dissolves and lifts 
away the soils that make your 
garments dirty, normally con­ 
tains less than one percent water 
— thus the “dry” reference. 


Drycleaning originated in 
Paris over a hundred years ago 
when Jolly Belin tipped over a 
table lamp and the spilled oil 
removed spots from the table 
doth. Camphenc, a fuel oil 
'used for lamps was used as the 
solvent. Later, Benzene and gas­ 
oline were employed, but aban­ 
doned because of their high 
flammability. 
Basically, drycleaning differs 
from laundering in that un­ 
wanted oils, greases, tar and 
waxes .are completely soluble in 


the solvent. They can be dis­ 
solved and carried away, leav­ 
ing clothing clean. 
However, 
some 
material.*, 
such as sugars, starches and 
syrups-elements found in food 
and drink which have a knack 
of staining your best dress or 
slacks — are soluble in water. 
To eliminate them, special de­ 
tergents are added to the clean­ 
ing solvent. 
Actually, there is a lot of 
similarity between, cleaning and 
laundering. 
Laundering involves a batch 
cleaning type wash cycle fol­ 
lowed by several batch and 
spray rinses. After the clothes 
are washed and spin-dried, they 
are transferred to the dryer 
where they are dried with heated 
air. The resulting water vapor 
is exhausted to the outside. All 
the water used for laundering 
is drained away. 
Drycleaning also has a wash 
cycle, and in some equipment is 
followed with a rinse. The equip­ 
ment looks much like laundry 
machines. The cleaned fabrics 
also arc dried with hot air. 
However, the cost of dryclean­ 
ing solvents makes it necessary 
to purify and reuse the solvent 
over through filtering. This re­ 
cycling can be seen as. a plus 
for the environment and in the 
area of resource conservation.

Although such cases have been 
rare, the Institute noted, they 
have misled some persons. 
The facts are, says the Insti­ 
tute, Medicare records are con­ 
fidential by law. Private insur­ 
ance companies do not have ac­ 
cess to Medicare records, How­ 
ever. there are 13 insurance com­ 
panies around the country now 
acting as fiscal intermediaries for 
the Medicare program.

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
decision to switch from, selling 
stocks to wcstiing socks came 
easy for Lawrence Hethering- 
ton. 
“I worried so much about my 
custom ers, whether they’d 
make or lose money, I couldn’t 
sleep at night,” the former 
securities broker said as he 
folded shirts in his laundromat 
on Manhattan’s Wast Side. 
As a result, the slight, gray­ 
haired Hetherington urged cli­ 
ents not to buy certain stocks 
and ended up losing money 
himself. 
“Finally, 1 decided, to go into 
my own business, it didn’t 
really matter what, as long as I 
knew it couldn't hurt anybody,” 
he said. 
So when, a friend, offered, 
early this year to sell his part- 
time laundry business, Hether­ 
ington didn’t hesitate. He left 
his thick-carpeted office at the 
firm, of Bache & Co., plunked 
down his savings, and went to 
wfi*# 
immediately, he transformed 
the business into a full-time, 
one-man. operation, keeping it 
open nearly 12 hours a day and 
greeting housewives, construc­ 
tion workers, office clerks and 
even an actor and a novelist at 
his door with the promise to 
wash, dry, fold and package all 
their dirty clothes for 15 cents a 
pound. 
“It’s not quite the same as 
trading in securities,, but it’s an 
honest living,’’ Hetherington, 
44, said, pausing to light up a

little cigar. “I work 75 hours a 
week and I go home exhausted. 
But you know what? I sleep 
pretty good these days.” 
Whereas previously Hether­

Dow Jones would take, now his 
main concern is how to fold 
“silky” garments.

Bicycling is rapidly becoming 
one of the country’s most popu­ 
lar forms of family recreation,, 
a pastime enjoyed by practically 
half the population. And every 
parent should make sure that a 
needless accident doesn’t spoil 
the fun because of not having 
taught their child the basic rules 
of bike safety. So advises Dr. 
Albert H. Domm, child safety 
specialist and medical director 
of the Pru­ 
d en tial In­ 
surance Co. 
“The first 
thing to re­ 
m e m be r,” 
says 
Dr. 
Dom m , “is 
that the bi- 
cycle is a Ye­ 
'D hiele and not 
Dr. Albert 
a toy. When 
H. Domm 
a child is old 
enough to ride a bike out on 
the street, he should follow all 
the rules of the road, such as 
riding with the flow of traffic, 
using hand signals when turning 
or stopping, and obeying traffic 
signs.” 
Dr. .Domm urges parents to 
make sure their children’s bi­ 
cycles are kept in good condi­ 
tion with the 'seat, handlebars 
and brakes properly adjusted. 
For night riding, good head and 
tail lights are a must, in addi­ 
tion to wheel reflectors, he says. 
He suggests bright clothes be 
worn for cycling after dark. 
Weaving, lane-bopping, rac­ 
ing and similar stunts arc dan­ 
gerous and should be discour­ 
aged. “A straight line is not 
only the quickest way to arrive 
at a destination, it is also the 
safest," asserts Dr. Domm. He

To keep all the well-meaning 
Santa’s helpers from scoring 
"zero” on the pleasing gift 
scale here is a guide —by age 
—from the American Toy 
Institute. 
—Babies under 18 months. 
The baby needs brightly color­ 
ed, lightweight toys of varied 
textures. They 
should be 
washable, too big for him to 
swallow, and free of rough 
edges or sharp corners. 
Suggestions: Rattles, nursery 
mobiles, soft animals, squeak 
toys, crib-gym exercisers, 
strings of big beads, picture 
blocks, nested boxes of cups, 
push-pull toys, musical and 
chime toys, pounding toys, 
stacking toys. 
—Children 18 months to three 
years. These toddlers, into 
everything, need things to ride 
and climb on. They also need 
things that help them to imitate 
grown-up activity. The toddlers 
are great builders and sculp­ 
tors. They need materials. Toy 
pianos and drums make great 
gifts, too. 
Suggestions: First tricycle, 
little wagon, hobby horse, play 
furniture, balls, balloons, play 
appliances and utensils, stuffed 
animals, dolías and doll fur­ 
niture; take apart and put 
together toys with large parts.

Lawmakers Favor Removing 
Health Items From Taxing

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - 
Annual legislative poll con­ 
ducted by United, Press Interna­ 
tional 
shows 
most 
1975 
lawmakers favor exemption of 
false teeth, hearing aids and 
eye glasses from the 4 per cent 
sales tax, but no decisive 
support for any other change. 
Two-thirds of the 159 mem­ 
bers of the 1975 legislature 
participa.ted in this year’s poll, 
providing a significant sam­ 
pling of presession personal 
convictions on a variety of 
issues sure to come before 
them in the next three months. 
One multiple question in the 
poll concerned possible changes 
in the state tax structure. This 
poll-taker’s use of the word 
"significant" caused some 
Republican lawmakers to cry 
foul. The question sought to 
determine whether the lawmak­ 
ers felt "significant changes” 
should be made in the 1973 tax 
package passed with Gov. Otis 
Bowen’s blessing through a 
Republican-con trolled 
legis­ 
lature. 
Other portions of the question 
listed changes that have been 
widely discussed including re­ 
peal of local option income tax, 
lowering and sales tax, extend­ 
ing local option to cities—and 
exempting dentures, glasses, 
etc. from the sales tax. The one 
item getting the most agree­ 
ment out of the Repúblican- 
controlled Senate (27-23) and 
Democra tic-con trol led 
House 
(55-45 pending recounts) was 
exemption of these essential 
aids to seeing, hearing and 
eating most often needed by 
older persons. 
However, some Republicans 
maintained this exemption 
would not be a "significant 
change.” The Republicans must 
be recorded as opposed gener­ 
ally to change except for the 
exemption of the hearing, 
seeing and eating helps, from, 
the sales tax. This is in line 
with Bowen’s already-an­ 
nounced backing for the exemp­ 
tion. 
The governor's bill has been 
introduced by Lawrence M. 
Borst, R-Indianapolis, chairman 
of the Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee. A fiscal note shows these 
exemptions will reduce state 
revenues by $1.16 million for 
the next biennium. 
The Democrats, as expected, 
were for changes in the tax 
structure with only three House 
Democrats and no Democratic 
senators voting against chan­ 
ges. However, they showed 
differences on what those 
changes would be. 
Except, for the strong biparti­ 
san support for exempting 
dentures, eye glasses and 
hearing aids from the sales tax.

the poll shows a real political 
split on other suggested 
changes in the tax structure. 
The 1973 package increased the 
sales tax from 2 to 4 per cent 
and the extra 2 per cent, goes 
into a property tax replacement 
fund from which a minimum 
rollback in property taxes of 20 
per cent has been made. A 
local option tax on individual 
income that could be triggered 
by county councils and a freeze 
in property tax levies or rates 
were also provided... 


Here are the resulte of the 
poll on some changes that have 
been proposed: 
—Of the 34 who voted for 
repeal, of local option, only one 
Senate Republican and four 
House Republicans are in­ 
cluded. Twenty House Demo­ 
crats 
and 
nine 
Senate 
Democrats favor such repeal, 
out of a total of 101 replies. The 
remainder were' either undecid­ 
ed or did not indicate a 
preference on this item. 
—Of the 21 who indicated 
they thought the local option 
should be extended to the cities, 
7 are Senate Republicans, 1 
Senate Democrat, 3 House 
Republicans and 10 House 
Democrats. Many did not 
express a. view of this. 
The idea of lowering the 4 per 


cent sales tax gained support 
from only 14 legislators with all 
others either not voting or 
indicating they were undecided. 
Of the 14, 1 is a Senate 
Republican, 5 Senate Demo­ 
crats, 1 a House Republican 
and 7 House Democrats. 
Only 13 lawmakers checked 
their support for a thaw in the 
property tax freeze, again an 
indication that Democrats as 
well as Republicans have 
sensed substantial support for 
the plan that has reduced the 
property tax burden. 
Compromise Bill

.Senate voted '77-8 Tuesday in 
favor of a bill that would give 
citizens access to government 
records, except law enforce­ 
ment agency documente, that 
affect them personally.

That section was 
dropped by Senate and House

The bill would, however, set up 
a seven-member commission to 
study federal record-keeping 
procedures and how the govern­ 
ment uses its data.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate has voted to 'pay cash 
bonuses of up to $400 a year to 
families who work at such low 
incomes they might be better 
off on welfare. 
Another tax provision passed 
by the Senate Tuesday would 
help politicians and middle- 
income taxpayers by doubling 
the existing tax deduction or 
tax credit available to persons 
who make political contribu­ 
tions. 
The proposal, by Sen. Ed­ 
ward. M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
would raise from $25 to $50 the 
tax deduction an. individual 
may 
take 
for 
a 
political 
contribution and from, $50' to 
$100 for a couple. Tax credits 
currently 'permitted —$12.50 for 
an individual and $25 for a 
couple - -would also double. 
Kennedy said his proposal 
would 
encourage 
people 
to 
make small political contribu­ 
tions and "help to minimize the 
potentially corrosive reliance 
on large contributions in all 
elections, federal, state and 
local.” 


Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., 
championed the "work bonus" 
to reward families who do not 
qualify for welfare because the 
head 
of 
the 
household 
is 
employed. He wants to encour­ 
age low-income fathers to work 
rather than desert their fami­ 
lies to qualify them for welfare. 
'The 
provision 
passed 
the 
Senate before. It goes now to a 
House-Senate conference, which 
has rejected it in the past. The 
administration’s opposed, say­ 
ing it would prefer a compre­ 
hensive overhaul of the welfare 
system. 


Under Long’s plan, a family 
earning $4,000 or less would 
receive payments 'equal to 10 
per cent of its earnings which 
would taper off over $4,000 and 
stop above $5,600.

But going 
around in circles simply was 
not travel enough, 
So the Oakland, Calif., beauty 
traded her skates for wings, 
became an airlines stewardess, 
and 
is 
the

Airlines International. 
"Tm not the type to sit at one 
thing," said the stewardess who 
also models, studies transcen­ 
dental meditation and Zen, and 
has some strong thoughts on

women’s 
liberation 
movement. 
"If we’re doing the same job 
as a man, we should have the 
same pay," she said.

medium apples) 
I 9-inch unbaked pastry shell

Control Board Tuesday ordered 
the town of Brownsburg to stop 
discharging untreated sewage 
into White Lick. Creek. 
Residents 
of 
Brownsburg 
appeared at the m eeting to 
discuss their objections to the 
order. The board also ordered. 
Brownsburg to limit additional 
connections of sewers to the 
existing treatment facility. 
The board also gave permis­ 
sion to the City of Warsaw to 
continue use of a present refuse 
disposal site until Feb. 14, 1975. 
After that date a site holding a 
valid operating permit must be 
utilized by Warsaw, the board 
said. 
Also, the board gave the town 
of Griffith until next April 1 to 
close its sanitary landfill. After 
'that, 
the 
town will 
use' a 
disposal site in Munster. 
Two m atters were referred to 
the attorney general for action. 
One dealt with a connection 
from 
New 
Haven 
to 
Fort 
Wayne and 
the other with 
Laketon Asphalt Refining, Inc., 
Lake ton, involving permit limi­ 
tation.

22 Hoosier Cities To 
Get $48 Million HUD

The U.S. Department of Hous­ 
ing and Urban Development 
said Tuesday it was making $68 
million available to Indiana 
communities in 1975 for housing 
and economic development. 
HUD’s office here reported 
$48 million was available to 22 
cities under the Community 
Development Block Grant pro­ 
gram. HUD said these' funds 
"may be used for a broad 
range of community develop­ 
ment activities formerly includ­ 
ed in various categorical grant- 
in-aid programs and superseded 
by the Block Grant Program.” 
Communities seeking these 
funds must apply by next April 
15. 
HUD said the communities 
eligible for this program are 
those1 “which have been, previ­ 
ously involved in HUD renewal 
and M.odel Cities programs and 
those cities 
with 
population 
over 50,000." 
The primary objective of this 
program is "the development of 
viable communities by provid­ 
ing decent housing and expand­ 
ing economic opportunities," 
HUD said. The money can be 
used for a variety ot purposes, 


including elimination of slums 
and increasing the level of 
public services. 
Indianapolis is expected to 
receive $13.9 million.
